War-Time Secret Lurks In an Ontarie 
o Marsh, | ft 

Many and varied are the stories of 
Jost tressures. It would seem al- 
most that in all the earlier settled 
districts of Ontario there are treas- 
ures buried to find which would mean 
sternal opt.nce to the fortunate 
eo pg of these stories are 
andoubtel y myths, but it is equal 
true that «a goodly number ee bheed 
upon more or less authentic facts, so 
that_a story of a lost treasure that in 
itself evidences a considerable degree 
f reasonableness, and is substantiat- 
od by material evidence and the word 
of people yet living, may not be un- 
nteresting. 

About midway between the towns 
f Oshawa and Whitby, on the north 
shore of Lake Ontario, is situated 
vhat apyoars at the present time to 
ve br ge more than a bleak, barren 
narsh, with its uninviting bogs and 
lense overgrowth of rushes and vege- 
tation peculiar to such places. It 
vas not always thus, however, for 
nany years ago this same area was 
+ body of water of considerable depth, 
being in reality a bay of the lake.

Anxious to reach York 
and the protection of its fort, as soon 
ss they felt assured that the enemy 
had abandoned the attack, they be- 
gau the work of reloading prepara- 
tory to continuing their voyage. It 
is not hard to believe that the task 
was most difficult, considering that 
all was absolute darkness by now and 
the nature of the ground over which 
they had to carry the kegs of gold, 
nor is it at all improbable that, as 
the story goes, one of the kegs was 
dropped during the handling from the 
small boat up to the side of the 
schooner. Means were not at hand to 
recover it, and indeed had they pos- 
sessed facilities it might have beep 
impossible to locate it and extricate it 
from the mucky bottom of the little 
bay. So, shaving finished loading, 
they weighed anchor and were soou 
glad to be once more on the open lake 
and on a fair way to a place of safety. 

Chiefly through one of the crew, 
who was on the spot and saw the 
keg drop into the water, a Wiliam 
McGann, has the story been hand+d 
down. The bay has been long since 
emptied of water by reason of the low 
ering of Lake Ontario and the deposit 
of sediment, but it is not known that 
the treasure has ever been recovered 
Many have sought in vain and some 
have made the spot the mecca of thei: 
financial peregrinations. Divinine 
rods and various devices have been 
used in the endeavor, and the ap- 
pearance presented by many of these 
treasure-hunters working in the light 
of a lantern at the dead of night is 
extremely ghost-like. A number of 
cannon balls have been picked up 
in the vicinity, both by those engag 
ed in the quest and by farmers work 
ing in the fields nearby, but the net 
of the sandsnipe or the piping curlew 
jis more apt to be encountered than 
the now submerged treasure of war 
times.

‘There 
are no doubt thousands of young moth- 
ers and fathers doing the same thing. 
They realize that there are a certain 
number of years of their lives that 
they must give to the children and 
that they must put aside thelr own 
comfort In order to do it. Mothers 
don’t break down when they are doing 
this sort of work as a general thing 
and should try to Hive as calmly and 
comfortably as possible under the cir- 
cumstances, It is always with relief 
that one henrs the young mother say 


‘we’ ure staying at home, for the 
fatber owes it to lis child as much as 
the mother to be near it during the 
critical months of babyhood. ‘Together 
they can most certainly do better fur 
the child than either one could alone, 
and along with the cares of imother- 
hood should go hand in hand the re 
sponsibilities of fatherhood, The child 
who is ovly mothered loses much in 
its life, for the father’s influence is 
often sane where motherbood is only 
sweet. ‘The well brought up child 
must bave the father’s help as well as 
the mother’s through every step of his 
life, and he generally gets it in Aiuert- 
ea, whatever may be said of the better 
training for parentboou tn other coun- 
tries’ The father has a double duty 
to perform, for while he looks out for 
his child he must also see that ihe 
mother kecps herself in condition. An 
irritable motber will very likely have 


the same kind of child. She may not 
be at all at fault, having been render- 
ed physically Incapable of caring prop- 
erly for ber child by worrles of one 
kind or another. So the young hus- 
band must see that she is amused if 
necessary, that she has nourishing food 
and that she ts not unduly worried by 
all the business troubles of the family. 
That precious baby does vot realize all 
the sacrifices that are made for him, 
and be never will be aware of them 
until be, too, stands with a child of 
bis own in bis arms and the pride of 
fatherhood in bis eyes. 
Educating the Children,
